Grand Jury Report 
Should Shock State 


The Fulton County Grand Jury, under 
oath to serve the interests of the people, 
has presented its term-end findings. 

They cannot do otherwise than shock 
the public conscience. 

The jury spent several diligent weeks 
examising evidence and hearing witnesses 
Its members found that: : 

George P. Whitman Jr., head of the 
State Board of Education and the State 
School Building Authority, did in fact 
have a telephone installed in his state of- 
fice which was in. the name.of Phillips 
Sales Company, in which Mr. Whitman is 
interested. The jury further declared that 
the school board and authority chairman 
conducted business with the State Pur- 
chasing Department from his state office. 

The Fulton jury said it was estab- 
lished that the state system of purchas- 
ing “does not assure the state... the low- 
est and best prices.” It was evident, the 
jury found, that under state policy, bid- 
ding was reserved for the few and, there- 
fore. no assurance can be had that pur- 
chases are being made at the best price. 

The picture which emerges from the 
presentments made by these members of 
the jury, non-political and seeking only 
the objective facts, is not an encouraging 
one. 

The jury presented further findings 
that say: 


13,000 Atlanta Children 


Are Without Classrooms 


1. The state’s purchasing system “affords 
unlimited opportunity for waste and illegal 
and unethical practices.”’ 

». The liquor industry, a ‘privilege busi- 
ness,’ is being ‘‘subjected to arbitrary and 
unfair treatment” by the revenue commis- 
sioner, T. V. Wilhams. 

3. ‘‘We were particularly concerned by the 
purchase of many common items at ‘fixed’ 
or ‘set’ prices, the apparently large volume 
of ‘confirmation purchases,’ and the lower 
prices which are obtained for the same 
items by other governmental departments 
and private businesses.”’ 


As expected, Atlanta and Decatur city 
systems and Fulton and DeKalb County 
schools are enrolling about 12,000 more 
pupils this year than last. More than one- 
third of the total increase in the entire 
state is in the Atlanta metropolitan area. 

Supt. Ira Jarrell points out that the 
Atlanta system faces the necessity of put- 
ting 10,587 children on double sessions 
and another 2,595 in makeshift classrooms. 

Supt. Jim Cherry in DeKalb declares 
that his current building program will 
leave a shortage of classrooms. Miss Jar- 
rell adds that after the present $5,000,000 
building program is completed, there will 
still be a shortage of 600 classrooms in 
1956. She says that another $15,000,000 
bond issue is needed to build schools. 

There's no doubt about the fact that 
the community must accept the responsi- 
bilities inherent with growth. The in- 
creased school enrollment is an expression 
of growth and the cost of school facilities 
is the responsibility of all the citizens. 
There can be no other way. The schools 
must be built. 

There remain the inequities in distri- 
bution of school funds that are penalizing 
the metropolitan areas. Under the Mini- 
mum Foundation Program, no state appro- 
priations will be available for this in- 
creased 12,000 pupils in the Atlanta area 
until next year. The cost of providing in- 
struction and classrooms must be borne 
entirely from local funds. 

Citizens of the Atlanta area must do 
their share and more. But it is unfair to 
ask them to assume the entire burden of 
these 12,000 pupils. State appropriations 
and aid in building funds should be dis- 
tributed fairly on the basis of current 
enrollments. 


The patterns and the picture are grand 
jury conclusions which will shock all save 
the most callous and- apathetic. 

The inevitable question which emerges 
from the presentments is this: 

Must government degenerate into a 
mechanism for rewarding those who con- 
tributed to the election of those in office, 
the general welfare of the public to the 
contrary notwithstanding? Is government 
run for “friends” or the people? 

Certainly, since the state capital is in 
Fulton County, each grand jury must 
keep an eye on State government. Mem- 
bers of this grand jury are to be com- 
mended for digging into conditions. In a 
time when apathy says, “what else can be 
expected from politicians,” it is good to 
have a jury return presentments which 
give us a clearer picture of our govern- 
ment. That no indictable illegality has yet 
been found does not greatly mitigate the 
deeply disturbing presentments.

Sales for the 28 markets in the belt 
amounted to $99,000,000, the largest figure 
ever. Georgia's 25 markets accounted for 
sales of more than $84,000,000, while the 
remainder was divided between north 
Florida’s three. 

The market opened July 21 and got off 
to a slow start, marked by a charge of 
collusion on the part of buyers and a:

We list three of these choices in 
the order in which we believe they 


would be acceptable to most Geor-- 


gians, which order also happens

First and easiest, there is a vol- 
untary segregation. This means 
simply that the Negro students 
would prefer to stay in their 
schools, with their own teachers 
and maintain the present social 
scholastic status quo of the races. 

Such a course would be de- 
termined not so much by the indi- 
vidual Negro students involved as 
hy the top echelon of Negro leaders 
in the county who would decide 
that it was best economically, so- 
cially and scholastically for their 
children to remain in their schools, 

If voluntary segregation is to be- 
come” more than a_catchword, 
there must be a meeting at the 
summit between the Negro lead- 
ers and the local school authori- 
ties. There must be promises made 
and ideas swapped and problems 
solved. 

If voluntary segregation is to be 
feasible and workable, it should be 
proposed by the Negroes. Other- 
wise, it may cease to be voluntary 
segregation and threatened eco- 


nomic and other pressures may 


change the title from voluntary to 
compulsory segregation. 

Secondly and much more diffi- 
cult, there is the choice of private 
schools. 

The very idea of having to edu- 
cate all of the white school stu- 
dents of Georgia in private schools 
is so tremendous that the average

Aside from the huge task of or- 
ganizing and financing private 
schools, obtaining qualified teach- 
ers, solving the transportation 
headaches and others, there is one 
difficulty that seems almost insur-

There has been a lot of glib talk 
about ‘‘giving or granting’ the 
school facilities in a county to a 
qualified person who, in turn, 
would receive tuition grants from 
the state to cover the enrollees. 

But every school house in Geor- 
gia, now operated ‘as a_ public 
school, was built by tax money. 
And although most of that moncy 
came from white citizens, - still 
there were Negro taxpayers put- 
ting in their pro rata share. 

So these buildings won't be 
“given or granted” to anyone, un- 
less our leaders really want the 
Supreme Court on their heads. 

If the state goes to the operation 
of private schools for its white chil- 
dren, then somebody had better be 
cleaning out some old barns, ware- 
houses, churches and empty build- 
‘ings. Private schools, at best, 
would be but a stopgap measure. 
They are the next thing 
schools and not a great deal bet- 
ter, 

Last and most difficult for Geor- 
gians to take would be total, com- 
plete integration of their schools. 
Those are the three choices, vol- 
untarily segregated schools, pri- 
vate schools or integrated schools.

A New York zoologist named Dr. 
Walker Van Ripper did some ex- 
periments with rattlesnakes and 
published the results in an article 
called “Animal Kingdom.”’ 

Using a sequence camera, this 
zoologist established the striking 
speed of a rattler as. 8.1 feet per 
second. With the same equipment, 
the doctor found that a man could 
move his fist at 181 feet a sec- 
ond. Which proves that if you 


. want to hit a rattlesnake with your 


fist, you have a distinct advantage 
when it comes to getting in the 
first blow. 

This same Dr. Van Ripper, Art 
Mobley reports, said a “man -can 
walk 5.8 feet per second or 4 miles 
per hour. This is- four times: as 
fast as a bull snake can travel and 
30 per cent faster than the fast- 
est of American snakes, the West- 
ern whip snake. The best the West- 
ern whip can do is 4.4 feet a sec- 
ond or three miles an hour.

Eisenhower Wants 


His Party Returned 


WASHINGTON—In the midst of Democratic 
self-congratulation over what a good job the Demo- 
crats have done in Congress this session, one im- 


portant political fact—one highly placed dissenting opinion—deserves 


to be recorded. 

President Eisenhower does not 
buy the proposition that the ad- 
ministration has or will in the fu- 
ture be better supported by a 
Democratic than by a Republican 
Congress. 

He does not buy the proposition 
that divided government — one 
party in control of the presidency, 
another party in control of Con- 
gress — is desirable either from 
the standpoint of the country or 
from the standpoint of the parties 
themselves. 

Without doubt a very fair case 
can be made that the Democratic 
leadership has shown itself nota- 
bly responsible during the first 
session of the 84th Congress and 
at critical points, particularly in 
foreign policy, has given the Pres- 
ident more substantial support 
than he got from his own party. 

But Mr. Eisenhower, though he 
is less partisan-minded than most 
presidents, still believes strongly 
that in the whole range of policy, 
including both domestic and inter- 
national measures, his program 
would be better off if his own par- 
ty were in control of Congress. 

This certainly means that the 
President is going to take no non- 
partisan attitude when it comes 
to the elections next year at which 
the control of both houses of Con- 
cress will be at stake. Those who 


know, Mr, Eisenhower's thinking 
are aware: 
That, if he runs for a second 


term, aS many now believe he will, 
he will ask the country to give 
him a Republican-controlled Con- 
gress as the best guaranty that 


his legislative 
completed. 

That, if he is not a candidate, 
he will himself extensively cam- 
paign not only for the election of 
a Republican president but for the 
election of a Republican Congress. 

There are three reasons why 
President’ Eisenhower holds, ¢ven 
after some favorable experience 
with the 84th Congress, that one- 
party control of the executive and 
legislative branches produces bet- 
ter government: 

1—He believes that the two-par- 
ty system can function more ef- 
fectively with one-party control 
for a given period because such 
control guarantees the maximum 
party responsibility. It enables the 
voters to hold both the President 
and his party accountable for fail- 
ures as well as successes. 


2—His view is that the Demo- 
crats in Congress have voted for 
his foreign policy measures out 
of conviction not merely to be kind 
to a Republican President and that 
this same decisive bipartisan ma- 
jority would prevail under Repub- 
lican control. 

3—He believes that. the real test 
of divided government, which 
worked unusually well Jast year, 
is still ahead of us because most 
of the controversial parts of the 
President's domestic program 


program can be 


_ were postponed until Congress re- 


convenes next January, Mr. Eisen- 
hower frankly anticipates that the 
strains. and frustrations of divid- 
ed government will then manifest 
themselves more baldly.

Our schools take a lot of heckling. As citizens, we rail constantly 
about overcrowded conditions, overburdened teachers, too modern tech- 
niques of teaching, inadequate facilities. We worry school administra- 
tors, urging them to tax themselves to the hilt to give us more and 
better schools. And we come right back on ourselves, digging deep for 
bond and tax money so that our youngsters will have a better school 


deal than we had. 

It may surprise us to stop a 
minute and remember that they 
do have a better deal. All this 
fretting and pressing for improve- 
ments Ras resulted in improve- 
ments. There still may be much 
to be desired when we set per- 
fection as a goal but the truth is 
that we have good schools and 
that they do a good job. 

Construction has run apace 
throughout northeast Georgia. In a 
decade curriculum has changed, 
additional! subjects are being taught 
and, from our judgment, the 
youngsters are better educated for 
their age and grade than their 
elders were at a comparable stage. 

Our society and especially this 
section. of Georgia still provides 
an occasional Horatio Alger story 
but that is becoming more and 
more unusual.

The Grand Jury has been greatly 
disturbed by rumors and even 
common public talk concerning the 
liquor industry in Georgia in re- 
spect to its peculiar regulation by 
the Revenue Commissioner and 
alsO in respect to so-called ‘‘in- 
fluence peddling’ for special 
favors by persons close or claiming 
to be close to the present admin- 
istration. After an investigation as 
thorough as time and our limited 
talents in this. field would allow, 
we were unable to find any con- 
crete evidence of irregularities and 
so conelude that the liquor indus- 
try of Georgia is being governed 
and regulated by the Commission- 
er in a manner both legal and 
proper within his rights. 

We recognize that under the law 
the liquor industry in Georgia is 
a “privilege business,’’ and as 
such is subject to. many more con- 
trols and regulations than ordinary 
business.

NEW YORK, Sept. 1 (®—The final four weeks of the pendu- 
lous American League pennant race appear to be swinging in 
favor of the New York Yankees. 

Only a half-game behind league-leading Chicago, the Yankees 
face a golden opportunity to regain the top perch over the Jong 
holiday weekend. While the White Sox and Cleveland Indians will 
be clawing away at each other in a four-game series beginning 
tomorrow night and ending with a doubleheader Sunday, the 
Yankees will be host to the lowly Washington Senators, who have 
lost 11 of 16 to the Bombers, in a three-game set at Yankee 
Stadium. 

On Labor Day Monday, the White Sox will be engaged in 
a double-header by the tough Tigers in Detroit, while Cleve- 
land and New York will face comparatively softer opposi- 
tion. The Indians will clash with the Kansas City Athletics 
whom they’ve whipped 16 times in 20 statts and the Yankees 
will tackle the Orioles in Baltimore, over whom they hold an 
18-2 edge. 


Back home where they will play 14 of their remaining 23 
games, the Yankees feel the worst is over. They departed for 
their last Western jaunt two weeks ago with a half-game lead 
and, although they lost five of nine, they dropped a mere game 
in the standings.

CHECKING SPARKS 


When Russia announced it would 
release Kumis, Fields and Hopkins, 
it said it still was checking on the 
U.S. inquiry about Sparks.

While officials here were hopeful | 
he will be released, they warned, 


against placing too much reliance 
on second-hand information from 
the Austrians. They noted Russia 
never has confirmed it is holding 
Sparks. For that reason, they said, 
they did not relay Russia's answer 
to the U.S. note to his mother, 
Mrs. J.W. Gladlin, of Tennille.

walked up the grassy lane, but with every step the view grew 
lovelier, The cabin. sits at the top—a split log house 
three rooms with a small screened porch and a great stone 
chimney. We didn’t go in. The owner of the house was still 
down the lane. But from the door we could see the comfortable 
arm chair, the lamp, the desk, the shelf of books: 


From the doorstep fields sloped down—an emerald hill set 
like a small jewel in a ring of deep-blue mountains, A proper 
place for a poet. 


“We always spend the summer and come back for Thanks- 
giving and Christmas,”’ Mr. Frost told me later. ‘*But this year 
we may not be able to spend Thahksgiving here. The ‘hunting 
season coincides with the holidays—and I refuse to be here when 


hunters go crazy, dropping their bottles all over the place and 
shooting off their guns.

The electrical activity of the 
brain is so low (2 to 1,000 mi- 
crovolts) it must be amplified by 
the _ electroencephalograph 10 
million times to record it on pa- ‘s nee 
per. The ballistocardiograph al- Ss UC gue: ae 
so is useful in diagnosing cer- a “ ~ 
tain heart conditions. The ma- 
chine is so sensitive it is able 
to record the recoil of the body 
resulting from expulsion of blood 
from the heart. . 

With each contraction, blood is 
forced upward at the same time 
that the body recoils in the op- 
posite direction. We are never 
aware of this process but the 
machine detects and records it 
on a graph. 

There also are electronic ma- 
chines that measure the speed 
of the blood as it passes through 
the arteries and the amount of 
oxygen in a red blood cor- | 
, puscle. By using a special tele- | 
vision adaptor, a film of blood | 
can be scanned and the number 
of cells counted quickly. 

This scanning technique helps 
detect cancer cells in smears ob- 
tained from tissue secretions 
spread on a microscopic slide,

Of Cheese 
Will Freeze 


Ten varieties of cheese will 


freeze well at below zero. tem- 


peratures if the pieces are not 
more than a pound in weight, 
says the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. 

The varieties are Cheddar, 
brick, port du Salut, Swiss, prov- 
lone, mozzarella, liederkranz, ca- 
membert, parmesan, and Ro 
mano. Slow freezing is thought 
to be the factor that has pro- 
duced undesirable texture 
changes in cheese. 

Blue cheese becomes crumbly 
when frozen which might not be 
a disadvantage if it is to be used 
for salad dressings. Cream 
cheese becomes watery and 
mealy in texture, therefore is not 
recommended for freezing. 

Freezing directions: Cut pieces 
no larger than 1 pound in size 
or use packages no larger than 
a pound in weight. Leave small 
size cheeses like camembert and 
liederkranz in their original pack- 
ages, but overwrap. Wrap cut 
cheeses in freezer foil. Thaw 
frozen cheese in the refrigerator.
